FOR FAILURE OF BIG PLANT 


Too Hot for tlic B.dlcr Ovens, Which 


»re >"ow Being I> Ionian tied at 


South Bethlehem. 


It now develops, according- to re- 


ports from the east, that the failure 
of the Didler by-product ovens at the 
South .-Bethlehem plant of the Lehigh 
Colte Company was primarily due to 
th* ffcctithat American coal generated 
so much' greater heat than didv the 
German coal, that the 300 ovens arc 
quite useless and tiro being1 torn down 
to make way for a Koppers plant. 
"While the Didier operation was en- 
tirely satisfactory In Gerjnany, it is 
said to have been an utter failure in 
this country. The entire plant, which 
cost from $6.000,000 to $8,000,000 is 
being dismantled. 


It is also said that the brick used 


in the construction of the 'ovens, es- 
pecially the inside, was of an inferior 
kind. 
W3ien the Germans received 


the contract to erect the first coke 
ovens of their kind in America, they 
started a brick making plant at Valen- 
tine, N. X. ITnfprlunately, this burned 
down some -time ago and the Germans 
had to-; look elsewhere for construct- 
ing mate rials.
